Andy's Message 

1 Tliessaloiiiaiis 5:17 says "Piay without ceasiiig." 
Doesn't tliis coiimiaiid fiom Paul seem impossible? I 
kuow tliat I don't pray constandy. I am quite sine 
that the vast majority of Cliiistians don't either. Tliat 
makes me feel as though I just can't hve up to die 
standard. And I probably never wiU. 

But Paul is not Greek. He is Hebrew, and in He- 
brews/ there are more dian 40 different words for 
prayer. EngUsli and Greek are, untortunately, abbre- 
viated languages when it comes to prayer. We have 
but one \vord, and that \vord often carries with it a 
particular meaning associated Wtli the formal prayers 
of w^orsliip. Wlien you tliiiik about "Let us pray," 
you probably tliink of the congregation bow^ing their 
heads wlule some pastor invokes eloquent 
words tow^ard heaven. You may 



tliink of kneeling, folding hands (or lifting 
them up). And then you tliink, "Tliere is no 
\vay I can do that 24-7." In fact, even if you 
do silent prayer, you will probably agree that 
there are long periods of time when you just 
aren't saying tliose prayerhil \vords even in 
your mind but diinking of what you need to 
get done today. It's OK. Tliat is not \vliat 
Paul has in mind. Paul uses the Greek 
adialeiptos {literally, "not leaving a gap"), but 
he is thinking from a Hebrew^ perspective. 

Tlie original manuscripts of the Bible have 
no chapter and verse numbers. We added 
those later! Erase them. Tlieii read tliis 
again. You wiU discover that it is the middle 
of one continuous thought. Rejoice al\vays, 
pray ivithout gaps, in everydiing give 

thanks. Tliat's the \vliole 
, picture.

Tliose w^ords include w^eeping, crying, 
dancing, blessing, lifting, calling, summoning, 
entreating, groaning, roaring, praising, confess- 
ing, meditating, declaring, remembering, count- 
ing, and a dozen more actions that belong to 
everyday life. In other w^ords, prayer is not a 
specific rehgious ritual as much as it is a life- 
style diat permeates all our dioughts, words 
and deeds. In fact, if praying happens continu- 
ously in all that you do, you \vill experience the 
reality that w^ork, school and w^orsliip are the 
same \vord in Hebre\v. You \vill hve in prayer 
because you will be in constant comiection 
w^idi God, even if it is in dancing, crying, de- 
claring, meditating or all die rest.
